Up Chicago Street Gang 


Chicago, 
Dec. 
4—Twenty-four 
youthful hoodlums—members of the 
“42" gang—got the shock of their 
lives Thursday afternoon when they 
recognized in the person of Judge 
Francis Bor re Iii, who sentenced a 
number 
of 
them 
in 
Desplaines 
street court, a man who in ragged 
clothing has associated with them 
for more than three weeks, pass­ 
ing himself off as a lawless fellow 
who would stop at nothing. 
Six of 
the boys were fined 8200 each, nine 
were discharged after a stiff lecture 
and the cases of the 
others 
were 
continued to give the police time to 
investigate. 
“If I never do another thing in 
my life I'm going to break up the 42 
gang.” Judge Borrelli said, address­ 
e e crowd of defendants before him. 
Most of you are of my race, Italian, 
and you are a disgrace to the Ital­ 
ian 
people. 
I 
determined to go 
over into your 
neighborhood 
and 
find out all about you boys. Many 
of you have seen 
me 
and 
talked 
with me and didn’t know who I 


was. 
You thought I was a bum 
like yourselves. 
I 
learned 
that 
everything ever said about you is 
true. 
You're a gang of thieves and 
I’m going to put you where you be­ 
long and I’m going to clean up your 
neighborhood, if I 
have to do 
it 
alone." 
The judge said he had been in the 
clubrooms at 1411 Flournoy street 
and heard 
all 
about 
dozens 
of 
crimes. 
He had been in poolrooms 
and speakeasies and 
had 
loitered 
about the corners in the vicinity of 
Taylor 
and 
Halsted 
streets 
and 
learned what has been going on. 
‘’Conditions are horrible,” he as­ 
serted. 
"Business men are being 
robbed and terrorized 
every 
day 
and they dare not name the crim­ 
inals to the police. 
But they told 
me, not knowing I was a judge. 
I 
obtained many names and there are 
going to be plenty of 
arrests. 
If 
that bunch of human 
rats 
think 
they can 
continue 
their depreda­ 
tions they're going to learn they 
can’t."
